CASH WITH ORDER. The proper way is to send re¬ 
mittance in full to cover order. We send Seed and Poul¬ 
try supplies C. O. D. Plants we never send out C. O. D. 
(There is an extra charge of 12c on C. O. D.’s). 

ALL PRICES are subject to price fluctuation and to 
change without notice. For this reason we ask you to 
write for quantity price.. On vegetable seeds the price is 
usually fixed for the season and rarely is it necessary to 
change from the tabloid, and the prices will be consistent 
With the market. You will be treated fairly. 

REMITTANCES should be made by Postoffice Money 
Order, Express Money Order, or by Check. For amounts 
up to one dollar, clean, unused postage stamps will be 


accepted. Coin should not be sent by mail. Checks on 
local banks may be sent, which will be a great convenience 
to many customers.

Do not expose, the very 
voung seedlings to hot sun, but give them plenty of light 
and air the first few days after germination. A cloth 
screen is sufficient protection. The very best strains of 
Petunias wull produce a small percentage of inferior flow*- 
ers, and the smaller plants often produce the best flowers;

DE A FEW OF ALL VARIETIES. 
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and Care of Lawns 


The proper preparation of the ground in starting a 
new lawn is essential.-This is too often neglected. The 
ground should be deeply ploughed, or spaded deep 
enough to leave a bed of loose earth 4 to 6 inches deep. 
This should be thoroughly pulverized and raked, remov¬ 
ing all sticks,' roots and stones. After getting'the ground 
perfectly smooth, put on an application of Vigoro at the 
rate of 4 pounds to 100 square feet. DO^ NOT USE STA¬ 
BLE MANURE; it is unsightly, and is also a hotbed of 
weed seeds and worms, the very thing to be guarded 
against in laying a foundation for a ^pretty lawn. We 
recommend a thick seeding, sowing the seed at the rate 
of 1 pound to the 200 square feet (100 to 120 pounds to 
the acre). The land should then be gone over with a 
heavy roller, or the seed raked in thoroughly with a 
^mall hand rake. The best months for seeding a lawn 


in this section are February, March, April, September 
and October. Let the grass get a start of 4 inches be¬ 
fore cutting, as too early cutting retards growth; after 
this cut every 10 days. During dry weather it should 
be watered frequently in the evenings to get the best 
results. 

The best method to renew an old lawn in which the 
grass is thin and bare in spots is to go over the lawn 
loosening the soil thoroughly with a sharp hand rake. 
Then sow the seed, after which it is best to roll the 
ground, covering the seed in this way. It is best also 
to do this after the grass has been cut and just after 
a good rain. If this is done in the spring and fall your 
lawn will be kept thick and flourishing. 

A top dressing of Vigoro in the early spring and 
fall is also very beneficial to old lawns already estab¬ 
lished.

Celery seed should be sown indoors from February 
20th to April 20th, or outdoors in April/Cover lightly, keep 
the beds moist, almost to wetness, and the temperature 
should not exceed sixty degrees. Outdoors it is sometimes 
necessary to furnish partial shade with lattice work that 
admits about half the sunlight. Keep the small plants well 
watered and free from weeds. Transplant when four inches 
high, cutting off the tops as well as part of the roots. The 
soil must be rich and moist or else water should be avail¬ 
able for irrigation. Transplant the last of June or first of 
July, although it is sometimes possible to mature a crop 
set"out as late as the middle of August. In setting, dig 
trenches 5 inches deep, 2 feet apart. Plant 1 foot apart 
along both sides of trench. Water often and keep the 
weeds down by cultivation and hoeing. Blanching is done 
by heaping up with soil or with two wide boards placed on 
each side of the rows and held in place by stakes or wire 
hoops at the top. The latter method is necessary when 
blanching in hot weather for the early market. Be careful 
not to disturb the plants while wet, as this increases the 
tendency to rust.

After danger of frost is past, the ground being warm and in good condition, plant in rich soil, preferably sandy 
loam in hills about 4 to 6 feet apart, according to the vigor of the variety and richness of the soil. Plant eight to ten 
seeds to the hill. Cover firmly with about 1 inch of fine soil. When plants begin to crowd and the danger from the 
striped beetle is over, thin out, leaving only the four strongest plants to the hill.. Give shallow cultivation frequently, 
until runners grow to such an extent as to make this impracticable. The quality of melons is dependent largely upon 
weather conditions and the vigor of vines; unfavorable weather and unhealthy vines produce a poorly flavored fruit. 
To induce early fruiting, pinch the ends of laterals.
